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EJPD receives grant

The East Jordan Police Department will 
soon add a full-time officer to its roster 
thanks to a federal grant. 

Chief Jerry Alward got the good news via 
telephone that the department’s application 
to the Cops Fast program, grant money for 
community policing, was successful. 

A matching grant of $75,000 will be 
awarded to the department over the next 
three years. Alward said he requested the 
additional officer in the 1995 budget year, 
beginning April 1. The grant will cover 
about half the officer’s pay and benefits 
over three years. 

The Cops Fast program is administered 
by the Department of Justice and is re- 
stricted to communities of less than 50,000. 
The program will provide approximately 
$16.7 million to hire new police officers in 
Michigan communities. The Charlevoix 
County Sheriff Department, as well as the 
neighboring communities of Boyne City, 
Bellaire, Mancelona, and the Antrim County 
Sheriff Department will also benefit from 
the Cops Fast program. 

US Representative Bart Stupak (D- 
Menominee) said the grant package is part 
of last year’s Crime Bill, and is especially 
geared for rural areas where local police

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budgets are stretched, yet crime problems 
are on the increase. 

Alward said the Clinton administration 
promoted a simplified grant process for the 
program, since grant-writing in general is 
too lengthy a process. He said the grant 
form was only two pages long, making it 
more accessible for local departments. 

The EJPD presently has four full-time 
officers, including Alward, and two part- 
time officers, although Alward said one of 
the part-timers is working at about 90 per- 
cent. He doesn’t know when the force was 
last increased, but he believes it was a long 
time ago.

An updated computer lab recently installed at East Jor- 
dan Middle School is introducing students to the technol- 
ogy of the 1990s. 

The district school board received a tour of the lab and 
some of its capabilities at the Feb. 20 meeting. About 10 
middle school students were on hand to demonstrate some 
of the programs on the Macintosh LC 575 computers with 
internal CD-ROM drive. 

The computers are networked by a common server, so 
teachers may access any individual unit, while the student 
units are prevented access into the server. Ten of the 28 new 
computers are also linked to the elementary school Integrated 
Learning System, a group of math and language remedial 
programs that can be individualized for specific students. 

Faculty technologies specialist Alice McPherson said 
the Macintosh computers were chosen for several reasons. 
The high school Business Services Technologies (BST) 
lab is an IBM system. 

“We can now offer exposure to both main types of 
systems,” said McPherson. “And the ease of use for both 
middle and elementary level students is an advantage.” 

She added that the Microsoft Works word processing 1s 
not limited in scope on the Macintosh computers — students 
can use every aspect of the program, including spread- 
sheets and graphics. 

“The skills they learn on Microsoft are transferable to 
any other word processing program they may have to deal 
with,” McPherson noted. 

Each unit came with 18 CD-ROMs including educa- 
tional games, and electronic references such as the Guinness 


the storage of an entire 24-volume encyclopedia on one 
disk. These multimedia programs include not just tradi- 
tional articles, photos, graphs, and so on, but also videos of 
famous people and historical events such as the explosion 
of the Hindenburg airship, or the first moon walk, as well 
as audio examples of animal sounds, musical instruments, 
and more. 

Students seem to appreciate the new technology, even if 
they don’t yet relate to the how it will effect their future. 

“It’s more fun studying because they’re games,” said 
sixth-grader Heather Jones. Seventh-grader Pam Schroeder 
agreed. 

“You learn more because you're doing an activity while 
you're learning,” she said. “This is much better technology 
than before.” 

Both girls were working in a math game called Math 
Blaster, in which a series of activities takes the student 
through equations and fact memorization. 

McPherson said akeyboard skills class, acomputer math 
class and her computer skills classes will keep the lab busy 
most of the day. For the remaining two or three hours, the 
lab will be available to teachers for class research sessions 
or assignments, and for individuals to use the ILS or 
research. McPherson is training the staff on the use and 
possibilities, and the teachers have plenty of ideas. 

The older computer lab was good for teaching keyboard 
skills, but McPherson said the Jab now offers current 
applications

Wording approved on recall petitions

Words on three pieces of paper before the Antrim County 
Election Committee, calling for the recall of three township 
board officials, were approved to become words on recall 
petitions Feb. 7. 

Now facing a recall campaign are township supervisor 
Joseph Haney, Sr., clerk Leona Stanek and trustee Lucille 
Lercel. 

The election committee, comprised of Probate Judge 
John Unger, county clerk Laura Sexton and Register of 
Deeds Wanda Conway (filling in for absent county trea- 
surer Beverly Edgington), decided on the recall wording in 
the Probate Courtroom of the 1905 Courthouse in Bellaire. 

The wording approved is the same on all three recall 
statements. Only the names and titles of particular town- 
ship officials are different. The approved wording states: 

“We, the people of Jordan Township, are asking that 
(Haney, Stanek and Lercel) be recalled for the following 
reasons; we feel (they do) not have the township’s best 
interest in mind by: 

a) Reappointing two members to the Township Tax 
Board of Review whose actions caused an unfair distribu- 
tion of the tax burden; 

b) Repeated disregard of the wishes and opinions of the 
township citizens; 

c) Dereliction of duty to inform the board and the public 
of correspondence from the State Tax Commission and the 
resignation letter from the township treasurer.” 

“We find the wording sufficiently clear 1or voters to 
understand,” said Unger, the election committee’s chair- 
man by statute. “The language may be put into petitions 
that may be circulated throughout Jordan Township.” 

Attending the hearing were Stanek and Haney. Lercel 
was not present, nor was anyone from the Jordan Township 
Citizen Committee which formulated the petition request. 

Stanek questioned several points on the petition: 

Mi “1 don’t think it should say, ‘We the people...’ at the 
beginning of the petition,” she said. “I’m part of ‘We the 
people.’ It should say ‘the Citizen Committee,’ because 
they’re the ones that are after us.” 

Unger pointed out the actual petitions have a certain 
introduction placed upon them by statute, that says some- 
thing such as, ‘We, the undersigned...’ 

@ On Part A of the petition question, Stanek said a 
Michigan Township Association representative told her 
reappointing two board of review members was not a 
recallable action. 

“We're getting into that gray area again,” Sexton said. “I 
don’t feel comfortable dealing with the legal reasons for a 
recall without our attorney present.” County prosecutor 
Charles Koop was in court that afternoon and could not 
attend, 

Unger told Stanek the accuracy or inaccuracy of facts on 
the petition was not something the committee could ad- 
dress. 

“That's a matter for the campaign,” he said. 

Wi Stanek said Part B of the recall statement was unclear. 

“Our lawyer (Koop) said paragraph B standing alone 
would indeed be too vague,” Unger said. “But he deter- 
mined that the total package is sufficiently clear. A voter 
could read it and make a decision.” 

The township clerk again questioned the accuracy of the 
statement. “We don’t disregard the wishes and opinions of 
the citizens,” she said. “We sank $50,000 into improving 
Old State Road because we listened to a bunch of people.” 

Sexton reminded Stanek if sufficient signatures are gath- 
ered to force a recall election, each named official will be 
able place a wmitten rebuttal on the ballot with the recall 
question. 

@ On Part C, Stanek said the letter from the state tax 
commission was read at a meeting, by assessor John

said Alward. He noted that although the force has not 
increased, local crime problems definitely have. 

The department has not yet received any of the grant 
money.

Jim Galbraith, head of the Jordan Township Citizen 
Committee behind the recall drive, subsequently said the 
township clerk was referring to a different letter, one 
addressed to her and Haney, that McDonald read at the 
November meeting. 

“We're referring to the stipulation letters sent by the state 
tax commission to all people who had their taxes lowered 
in the agricultural class,” he said. 

In those letters, landowners were given the option of 
going with their original tax bill based on their non-lowered 
assessment, or entering into a tax tribunal hearing with the 
Michigan Tax Commission to defend their lowered assess- 
ment. Roland Andersen, executive secretary of the MTC, 
said those letters were sent in early January. 

Stanek also told the election committee the township 
board had no legal responsibility to inform the public of all 
correspondence received. She said Haney learned of trea- 
surer Laura Stanek’s decision to no longer attend meetings 
and to resign April | only a few days before the Jan. 23 
meeting. 

(Haney) figured she might change her mind,” she said. 

Both Haney and Stanek speculated a recall election will 
cost Jordan Township up to $2,000, and said they regretted 
the expense. 

Unger said while the recall process may be inconvenient 
and expensive, it is an important option for the public to 
have at its disposal. 

“People need a means to remove government officials 
from office if they’re truly doing something bad — they may 
not want to wait until the next election,” he said. “If we 
don’t get a few potholes filled because we observe the rules 
of democracy, that’s not too high a price to pay.” 

Petitioners will now have 180 days to gather signatures 
from registered voters in the township. A petition will need 
51 signatures to force a recall election on that official. By 
law, signatures obtained more than 90 days before the 
filing of the petition are invalid.
